Both the British and the French 
‘Headquarters repdért continued bad 
weather, which is hampering offensive 
operations on both sides of the Somme. 
It is worthy of remark that, although the 
same conditions militate to. some extent 
against their action, the Germans have 
nevertheless been delivering heavy counter- 
attacks during this period. Their first 
effort was delivered against the new 
French front north of the Somme on 
Wednesday, when they made a desperate 
attempt to dislodge our Allies from their 
conquered ground. The attack, preceded 
by violent artillery preparation, delivered 


and continued from the morning until 
night-fall, was everywhere broken with 
the heaviest losses. Only at one point 
did the Germans come within reach. of the 
French bayonets; elsewhere the assaults 
were smashed by artillery and: machine 
gun fire before they could reach 
the frenches.

the Kaiser announced to the world, with 
a prodigious flourish of trumpets, that 
Marshal von Mackensen had won “a de- 
cisive victory.” Even the German papers 
baulked at the use of the word “decisive” 
when it was obvious that no decision could 
emerge until the fate of the bridge-head 
of Czernavoda was settled ; and to-day we 
learn what Marshal von Mackensen’s “ de- 
cisive victory’’ was worth. Before the 
defensive line between the Danube and 
the Black Sea which the Rumanians and 
Russians have taken up, a dosen miles 
south of Czernavoda, the fighting, Marshal 
von Mackensen is constrained to admit, 
“has been brought to a standstill.” It 
has been “ brought to a standstill” because 
the resources at his disposal are in- 
adequate—because Germany cannot rein- 
force him on the scale on which his 
opponents have been reinforced. The 
Dobrudja front, we may hope, will now 
take its place in line with all other fronts 
as the scene of that offensive pressure of 
the Allies which is hurrying Germany to 
a violent escape from her terrible dilemma.
